Buttic, Mont, Jan. 17 — The fright 
ful havoc to life and property by Tues 
day night's explosion of a powilei 
train, increased with further develop 
menu Wednesday morning.

The firemen, therefore, went to work 
without any idea of danger, and when 
the first exploiion occurred, killing at 
least twelvo of the firemen, the calam- 
ity was wholly unexpected. The men 
rallied bravely, however, and with 
such of the lire apparatus as hud es- 
caped destruction, attacked the flames, 
which during the confusion had gained 
great headway. The work was pro- 
gressing favorably when a second ex- 
plosion occurred. 

The first, it is believed, was caused 
by nitroglycerin. It was bad enough, 
but tho second, which resulted from 
the ignition of two ears of giant pow- 
der standing on the side track beside 
the burnin:,' building, was absolutely 
appalling la Its force The shock -liat- 
teied buildings, knocked down chim- 
neys and rent limb from limb of men 
within three hundred yards of it. 

It wiped out of existence whut re- 
mained of the fire department, killing 
men anil horses and converting the fire 
engines in heaps of twisted and dis- 
colored metal. This explosion was the 
most fntal of the three, for the reason 
that when a quantity of giant powder 
stoic 1 in the warehouse of the 
Butte Warehouse Co. blew up a few 
minutes later, there was practically 
no one left to be killed. The last ex- 
plosion, however, was fully as power- 
ful as the MOM I 

r lhe warehouse was absolutely an- 
nihilated, not one stone being left 
upon another, and where the building 
had stood a great black hole, like the 
crater of a volcano, told of the force ol 
the Ignited explosive.
